Increased uses for cotton and co-ordinated advertising are the 
principal hopes of the southern cotton farmer for salvation, Oscar 
Johnston, of Scott, Miss., president of the National Cotton Council, 
told members of the general assembly in joint session yesterday. 
Johnston advocated close-knit organizations to sponsor additional 
uses of the south’s chief commodity. 


year,” Johnston said, “the com- 
mittee on organization determined 
upon the sum of $240,000, being 
2 cents per bale on the 1938 pro- 
duction of 12,000,000 bales, this to 
be allocated among the 14 state 
units in accordance with produc- 
tion,” 

He reported the objectives “may 
be stated broadly in a brief sen- 
tence, namely: ‘To increase 
throughout the world the con- 
sumption of American-grown cot- 
ton, cottonseed and the produc- 
tion thereof.’ ” 

Johnston detailed expenditures 
of rayon, ice, citrus, tobacco and 
livestock agencies for promotion 
and advertising. 

“The cost annually is enormous,” 
he said, “but it is profitable. 

Mouse Traps. 

“We have always been taught 
that if a man would build a bet- 
ter mouse trap than the traps built 
by others the world would beat a 
path to his door, although he lived 
in a wilderness. I have always 
doubted the truth of this old say- 
ing, but whether it was true in 
the past or not, I know it is not 
true today. 

“He may build the best mouse 
trap in the world, but he will die 
of starvation and occupy a pau- 
per’s grave if he waits for cus- 
tomers to come to him and does 
not proclaim the value and virtue 
of his product by advertising.”

LOTFERY BRIBERY — 
DENIED BY JUDGE 


Magistrate Loudly Denies 
Doing the Bidding of 


James J. Hines. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15—(?)— 
The defense in the second policy 
racket conspiracy trial of James 
J. Hines struck hard today at the 
prosecution’s major accusation 
that the Tammany district leader 
“intimidated, bribed or _  influ- 
enced” certain judicial officers to 
deal lightly with Dutch Schultz’s 
lottery organization. 

City Magistrate Hulon Capshaw, 
one of those named by District 
Attorney Thomas E. Dewey as 
having done Hines’ bidding, en- 
tered loud, clear denials to every 
phase of that contention. 

At times gesturing earnestly to 
the jury, Capshaw swore he never 
had been influenced, intimidated 
or bribed by Hines or anyone else, 
and made a long and detailed ex- 
planation of the legal reasons for 
his dismissal of policy cases 
against certain members of the 
Schultz syndicate. 

Among the major allegations 
that had been made against the 
magistrate was the testimony, dur- 
ing Hines’ first trial, of gangster 
George Weinberg—who commit- 
ted suicide last January 29 but 
whose story was repeated from 
the transcript in the current trial 
—that Hines had asked Capshaw 
to “take care” of a policy case 
and that Capshaw had replied: 
“l’vye never failed you yet.” That 
case involved Weinberg himself, 
uhkder the alias of “Klein.” 

“Judge Capshaw,” shouted De- 
fense Attorney Lloyd Paul Stryk- 


er, “did that take place?” 
“It did not,” said the Tennessee-

The State Board of Education 
informed the general assembly 
yesterday it has slashed its 1940-41 
budget requests by $1,671,002. 

Announcement of the reduction 
was contained in a request to the 
legislature for funds to be includ- 
ed in the appropriations now be- 
ing drawn up by the house com- 
mittee, 

The new budget proposal’ calls 
for $10,680,422 in 1940 and §11,- 
200,911 for 1941. The original 
budget listed $11,570,928 and $12,- 
091,417 for the two years. 

(State records show the appro- 
priation for the current year end- 
ing June 30, 1939, as $11,010,428). 

Post Roads Report. 

Governor Rivers provided mem- 
bers of the legislature with a re- 
port on work of the post roads di- 
vision of the State Highway De- 
partment, which he has urged be 
retained intact while the house 
economy committee has recom- 
mended that its work be turned 
over to the highway department. 

“This division has now worked 
in every county, completing to 
date 197 separate and individual 
survey projects for a total of 956 
miles,” the report said. It reviewed 
various other activities of the di- 
vision en rural roads. 

Changes in the State Milk Con- 
trol Board were voted by the 
house, 111 to 1, The measure, now 
before the senate, increases mem- 
bership of the board from five to 
seven and eliminates the commis- 
sioner of agriculture as a member.

Huge British Armament Is Revealed 
/PACE DEFENDS POLICY OF PLANE SALE ie 
TO DEMOCRACIES IN FACE OF NAZI THREAT 


Impressive Figures on 
Speed of Program Pub- 


lished; 6 Billion Spent | 


Over Three-Year Period 


LONDON, Feb. 15.—(4)—Great 
Britain today published impres- 
sive new figures on the cost and 
speed of her rearmament that 
might serve as warning to any ag- 
gressive-minded powers in a war- 
troubled world. 

- A government white paper put 
the total expenditure for the first 
three years of Britain’s huge five- 
year armament program at 1,173,- 
000,000 pounds ($5,865,000,000), 
and disclosed extensive plans for 
new naval construction. 

The paper said the original es- 
timate of 
($7,500,000,000) as total cost of the 
program, which started 


but did not indicate what 
eventual cost would be. 
Follows Warnings. 

Publication of these figures fol- 
lowed upon recent warnings by 
Prime Minister Chamberlain and 
other ministers against minimizing 
Britain’s armed strength. 

Added importance was given 
the publication by recent develop- 
ments which have heightened un- 
certainties over the aims of the 
powers of the anti-comintern pact 
-—Germany, Italy and Japan. 

The white paper attributed the 
drastic rise in arms.outlays main- 


ly to “the increase in our defen- | 


sive strength to meet the risk of |

air attack” —an apparent reference 
to Germany’s vaunted air force, 

The nation’s defense bill for the 
1939-40 fiscal year alone—ending 
March 31, 1940—was put at 580,-

alone and 57,000,000 pounds 
($285,000,000) for civilian de- 
fenses.

GERMANY DRAFTS 

LABOR POWER 

BERLIN, Feb. 15.—(4)—A new 
decree by Field Marshal Herman 
Wilhelm Goering today made it 
possible to draft any needed man- 
power for gigantic national con- 
struction jobs such as widening 
the Kiel canal and at the same 
time effectively called a halt to 
employer’s competing for labor by 
offering higher wages. 

Goering also ended the govern- 
ment’s costly experiment of pay- 
ing men drafted for unskilled 
ditch-digging the same wages they 
previously drew for their jobs as 
artisans or brain-workers. 

The decree superseded a milder 
one of last June 23, effective last 
July 1, under which all Germans 
became liable for temporary serv- 
ice to the state. Then work on 
Germany’s western fortifications 
was being rushed.

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PEDESTRIAN RESPONSIBILITY 

Only one traffic death out of seven this year 
has been the result of automobile collision. The 
vigilance of the traffic officers of the police de- 
partment, the 25-mile-an-hour speed limit and 
caution on the part of the motorist have com- 
bined to make the streets safer. 

The grave problem now is the control of 
pedestrians. Four of the seven persons killed in 
traffic accidents have been pedestrians. The 
other two deaths came as the result of grade 
crossing accidents in which motorists drove in 
front of trains. 

In 1938, in which the death toll reached 57, 
pedestrian deaths accounted for more than 
half, or 31, of the deaths. Last year at this time, 
12 had died in traffic accidents, so that five per- 
sons are today living who otherwise would have, 
under the law of averages, been killed. These 
_five, it may be assumed, would have been 
motorists. ; 

It is thus evident that a campaign against 
reckless pedestrian use of crossings and uncon- 
trolled jay-walking must be conducted if the 
traffic toll is to be kept at a minimum. With 
‘vehicular traffic under rigid control, it is only 
fair to the motorist as well as the city that 
pedestrian traffic be brought into proper chan- 
nels and kept there. 

A driver does not have to proceed two blocks 
downtown before finding any number of in- 
stances of jay-walking and of persons crossing 
the street against red lights. Only constant 
caution on the part of the motorist saves these 
reckless walkers from injury or death. 

Generally speaking, the only reprimand 
meted these violators of the law is a blast of 
an officer’s whistle, if that. If, on the other 
hand, these pedestrians were to be haled before 
the recorder and fined to the limit of the law, 
it would not be long before this class of street 
traffic would be under the same control as 
vehicular traffic. 

An instance of the value of strict regulation 
of pedestrian traffic is found in a recent action 
of the District of Columbia to break an epidemic 
of hit-run accidents. An anti-jaywalking ordi- 
nance was put into effect for the first time in 
the history of the district, and the pedestrian 
has been confined to the reasonable use of the 


streets. The situation there immediately im- 


proved. 

If Atlanta is to make any real progress in the 
reduction of its traffic toll, it is up to the police 
department to insist upon the exercise of 
reasonable caution by the pedestrian. The 
motorist cannot do it all, and the habit of jay- 
walking and crossing against lights can only 
be broken by drastic action. The toll can be re- 
duced only if the police department acts now 
to curb reckless pedestrians as well as reckless 
motorists. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE 


The Tennessee legislature has set an ex- 
ample that should be followed, not only by 
other states, but by the federal congress as 
well. The Tennessee tax on oleomargarine 
has been abolished. 

The levying of Special taxes against mar- 
garine is a direct impost on the lower income 
groups of the nation and a penalty against their 
proper nutrition and good health. It is, like- 
wise, a handicap against the south and a deter- 
rent to the announced governmenial desire to 
solve the “Nation’s Number One Economic 
Problem.” 

Margarine today is made chiefly from cot- 
tonseed oil and other fats which are, almost 
entirely, southern products. They are whole- 
some wud desirable ingredients of food. Mar- 
garine made under modern conditions is a 
healthy and desirable spread for bread and is 
an important article in the diet of tens of thou- 
sands of families unable to afford the more 
expensive butter. 

Wisconsin, with its large dairy interests, is 
the chief state proponent of strangling taxes 
on margarine. A heavy tax per pound is exact- 
ed against margarine sold in that state and it 
is chiefly due to the powerful dairy lobby at 
Washington that the federal government has 
imposed a tax against all margarine. 

The Wisconsin state levy, of course, operates 
as an actual tariff in state commerce, a condi- 
tion totally at variance with the ideals of this 
country and a practice which can, if not check- 
ed, lead to serious economic disruption in the 
nation’s business. 

For the federal government, or for any state, 
to pile a heavy special tax against margarine, a 


necessary and wholesome article of diet for the 
poor man, {is cruel contradiction of modern so- 
cial ideals. For the federal government, or any 
state, to impose a tax against a product chiefly 
southern in origin, is to make insincere all pro- 
testations of desire to improve economic condi- 
tions in this section of the country. 


WESLEYAN COLLEGE 

Wesleyan College, at Macon, was founded in 
1836. It is the oldest chartered woman’s college 
in the world. For over 100 years it has exer- 
cised its influence in molding the characters 
of the young women of Georgia and the south. 
Many of its alumnae journed from foreign 
lands. Many have attained postions of promi- 
nence in the world. The institution has been 
an educational and cultural influence of which 
the state may well feel proud. 

Several years ago, in an effort to expand to 
meet the ever-increasing demands upon its fa- 
cilities, the trustees of the college built a new 
and expensive plant. The cost was defrayed by 
a public sale of bonds to the extent of $1,000,- 
000. Unfortunately, however, the hard times 
following the 1929 crash seriously retarded the 
expected influx of new students. The college 
was unable, like so many business enterprises, 
to meet its financial obligations. 

During succeeding years an attempt was 
made, by popular subscription, to raise suffi- 
cient funds to refinance the institution, to 
again put it on a sound operating basis. The 
attempt failed. Business conditions were not 
such, at the time, as would permit those in- 
terested to make the needed contributions. 

In March, 1938, the bondholders found it ex- 
pedient to foreclose. The property was sold at 
public outcry. Fortunately, however, it was pos- 
sible to arrange to retain title in a sympathetic 
committee. Later, an option to repurchase was 
given to a group of friends of the college. This 
option expires at an early date. 

The college, of course, has no money with 
which to take up the option. It is proposed, 
therefore, to appeal to Wesleyan alumnae, to 
the people of Georgia, to friends of higher edu- 
cation, everywhere, to help save the century- 
old institution. The amount necessary is $600,- 
000. This will meet all costs, contingencies, 
rentals and interest. It will return the property, 
with a clear title, to the trustees. It is unques- 
tionably, a bargain. The college and conserva- 
tory have been conservatively appraised at $2,- 
900,000. The people of Georgia cannot afford to 
pass up the opportunity of restoring Wesleyan 
to its former position—particularly at such a 
reasonable cost. 


COTTON WRAPPED IN COTTON 

Covering baled cotton with bagging made 
from cotton has been discussed, more or less 
theoretically, in the United States for years. 
But not a great deal has been accomplished by 
way of bringing the theory into reality. Be- 
cause of this tardiness an event which took 
place on one of the docks at New Orleans, with- 
in the fortnight, is destined to take its place 
among the more important happenings in the 
history of the trade. 

For the first time a large shipment of Ameri- 
can-grown cotton, entirely wrapped in bagging 
made of the same material, was loaded on a for- 
eign ship—an Italian vessel bound for Genoa. 

The general use of bagging of uniform 
weight manufactured from cotton, as a com- 
plete covering for the bales—in place of the 
unsightly part covering of jute—would serve an 
important double purpose. First, it would pro- 
vide a new yearly domestic market for approxi- 
mately 250,000 bales of cotton. Second, it would 
protect the staple from filth and moisture—now 
a distinct handicap, as well as an economic 
waste, in the highly competitive foreign trade. 

Uneconomic is not the word for describing 
present methods of baling and wrapping cotton 
in the United States. They are little better than 
primitive. In many instances the fiber is 
“baled” and “wrapped” in such a slipshod man- 
ner if becomes necessary to re-compress and 
re-tie it as many as three times before it reaches 
its final destination. These unnecessary opera- 
tions simply add to the competitive burden. 

Unfortunately there has been too much loose 
talk throughout the years about creating a new 
million-bale market by utilizing cotton bagging 
exclusively for bale covering. Exaggeration 
seemingly has often been substituted for action. 
It is gratifying to note that something tangible 
is now being done. There should be no re- 
laxing in the effort to reach the desired goal— 
wrapping all cotton in cotton. With a surplus 
of some 13,000,000 bales on hand the problem 
appears to be much simpler than if there hap- 
pened to be a shortage, with incidental high 
prices.

NO MORE WAR PENSIONS 
(From The New York Herald Tribune.) 

The general counsel of the American Veterans’ 
Association, Mr. Cornelius H. Bull, was on sound 
ground when he upheld the principle of provid- 
ing adequate pensions for veterans disabled in the 
World War and at the same time criticized sharp- 
ly the proposal to make pensions available to al] 
widows and children of World War veterans and 
to all veterans over the age of 65. 

His testimony, given before the house com- 
mittee on World War veterans’ legislation, was 
directed primarily against the proposal for en- 
larging the categories of persons who may claim 
pensions. Apart from the inherent injustice in 
this legislation, he showed that the cost would 
run into untold billions of dollars. As a matter 
of fact, last autumn the Veterans’ Administration 
stated that the “aftermath” costs of all American 
wars—i. e., not the costs of prosecuting wars but 
only the costs of pensions, special benefits and 
sg ge Ramee 1 90 to $22,760,000,000, as of June 
0 last. me os 

The American people are generally agreed that 
the disabled veterans and their beneficiaries are 
deserving of generous help. But it would be dis- 
astrous if further concessions were to be made in 
behalf of other groups. No country in the world 
has been as generous as the United States in pay- 
ing its soldiers and their surviving relatives, and 
no group of American soldiers and beneficiaries 
has been as generously treated as the veterans of 
the World War. There is no excuse for estab- 
lishing pensions for new categories. The amounts 
already provided are more than adequate. 


' THE CAPITAL’ PARADE

STATE DEPARTMENT OPINION WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.— 

It is considered private 
opinion of. most State Department officials that repeal of the arms 
embargo clauses of the neutrality act would reduce the chance of 
war in Europe by at least 60 per cent, and perhaps to zero. As he 
indicated in his message to congress on the state of the Union, the 
President shares the opinion. 

The reasons for the opinion are simple. The clauses in question 
require the President to embargo exports of arms and ammunitions 
as soon as war breaks out. The European democracies are tempt- 
ing marks for Fascist aggression, not because they are poor or weak, 
but because they are deficient in armaments, notably in the air. 
Fascist boldness is cheap, so long as Hitler and Mussolini know 
that, at the first clash, our neutrality act’ will close the democracies’ 
only source of arms supply. Repeal of the act’s embargo clauses 
will not.only remedy this situation, but also serve as a safe gesture 
of support for the democracies. , 

Repeal of the embargo clauses need not, however, mean return 
to the situation pictured two years ago by the senate munitions com- 
mittee. The trouble in the World War, as revealed in the commit- 
tee hearings, was that credits to belligerents gave American busi- 
ness a vested interest in the outcome, while the sinking of Ameri- 
can ships carrying arms aggravated American feelings toward 
Germany. 

Everyone advocating repeal of the embargo clauses also advo- 
cates extension of the neutrality act’s cash-and-carry clauses. These 
forbid the practices which made trouble last time, forcing bellig- 
erents, in the President’s favorite new phrase, “to lay their cash on 


the barrelhead” and to take their purchases away in their own ships. 


SEEDS OF DISTRUST All this being so, the question arises, 


why isn’t something being done? 
Whether we fight or not, this country will suffer horribly from a 
European conflict. The world economy, of which we are, after all, 
a part, would become completely disorganized, and we should have 
to try to live in the midst of chaos. Moreover, repeal of the em- 
bargo clauses would greatly assist the democracies, and any gain for 
the democracies is clear gain for the United States. 

Yet nothing is being done. The fault is undoubtedly partly the 
President’s. He chose, in the message on the state of the Union, to 
speak in hints rather than clear terms. He then failed to prod con- 
gress to act on his hints, preferring instead to become embroiled in 
a long series of petty quarrels with the legislative branch. It is 
still not too late for him to do something. His case is an extremely 
strong one, for repeal of the embargo clauses is a move which can 
cost us nothing and profit us mightily. If the case were frankly ex- 
plained to the people, they might be convinced, although his recent 
embroglios have sowed distrust of the President in congress. 


TIME TO DEBATE Meanwhile, it is understood that Senator 
Key Pittman, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee, has been told to wait a little before taking action. 
The idea apparently is that new crises abroad will make sentiment 
against the embargo clauses, and that it’s good strategy to wait. The 
only defect in the scheme is that a new European crisis may produce 
war before the clauses can be expunged from the statute books. 
There can be no doubt that, whatever is done, it will take a long 
time. Senators Bennett Champ Clark, Arthur H. Vandenberg and 


Gerald P. Nye are just waiting for a chance to put on an isola- 


tionist circus on the senate floor. Senator Clark is an active candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination in ’40. Senator Vandenberg 
hopes that the Republican nomination will seek him out by pure 
force of natural attraction. All three senators are among the most 
vociferous talkers in congress. They are convinced, moreover, that 
the country is behind them, and they know they can expect hearty 
support from many of their colleagues, like Hiram Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia. 

Perhaps, in the end, nothing can be done. But it’s at least time 
for the case for the State Department-White House opinion, and the 
case for excited Clark-Vandenberg-Nye shrinking from any foreign 
contacts, to be argued out in public with as much intelligence as 
the debaters can command.

cussion, we come to the question, 
“What kind of press would you 
substitute for the privately-owned 
American press?” 

Papers operated by political 
parties would not be objective or 
impartial. We know that from ex- 
perience and from the nature of 
political speeches, Politicians 
never give the opposition credit 
for any virtues, achievements or 
good intentions or admit faults or 
errors in their own ranks. That 
is just the way of politics. It is 
like “lawing” in the court. A law- 
yer in court doesn’t call the atten- 
tion of the jury to the merits of the 
other side or flaws in his own ar- 
‘guments, 

So partisan political papers 
might have good funnies and 
bridge lessons and all such pack- 
age goods, but they would be one- 
sided in both news and editorial 
opinion. They would be much 
more one-sided than the most 
prejudiced of the privately-owned 
papers, because the worst of these 
sheets make an Occasional stab at 
being fair, and the worst are very 
few in number. 

Or suppose we had a censored 
and state-subsidized press such as 
the Communists and “axis” nations 
have and propose for this coun- 
try. The Communist and “axis” 
methods are alike, and anyone who 
thinks the American papers are 
unfair in their treatment of news 


|and their editorial interpretation 
ought to dig into a pile of that 
kind of press. 


They shoot people 
for expressing contrary views, or, 
in Germany, chop their heads off. 


Cat-and-Dog Or we can have 


the cat-and-dog 
Type of Press type that clut- 


ters the stands in France and used 
to be seen in Spain and Prague. 
In Prague commercial presses were 
rented impartially, and the same 
press that kicked out a red paper 
one hour might tear off a run for 
a Nazi sheet as the next job. The 
French press is just terrible; it is 
notoriously corrupt. 

French papers live on graft, 
bribes and subsidies, and reporters 
and writers, like waiters, get 
nominal pay and are expected to 
graft the rest of their living. The 
cat-and-dog papers lack continuity 
and responsibility. They can in- 
sult and tell the most horrible lies 
about people and, having no sub- 
stance, are no more to be punished 
than a bad smell in the atmos- 
phere. They can sell out to the 
Communists or the “axis” propa- 
ganda bureaus or to the munitions 
makers. They also print filth in 
the guise of literary realism and 
use shocking language in journal- 
istic debate and justify it as free 
expression. 

Even in this country most editors 
know what pressure is and dread 
it. Groups are forever threatening 
boycotts if their interests are not 
promoted or if their adversaries 
are given a fair deal. A complete- 
ly fair man may be ruined by boy- 
cotts from all sides, and he is al- 
ways buttering and placating ar- 
rogant spokesmen who ought to be 
kicked downstairs and told to mind 
their own business. But if he 
doesn’t use salve it’s his neck. 
Frequently, the very people who 
squawk about bias in the press de- 
mand bias in the treatment of their 
own interests. I think Harold 
Ickes fits this description. 


In for I am afraid, though, 

. that the newspaper 
Bad Time pusiness in this 
country is in for a bad time. Mr. 
Roosevelt and several other New 
Dealers have a hate on for the 
American press, and papers are 
dropping dead here and there in 
the country right along and are 
not being replaced. Taxes and 
costs are high, and if the New Deal 
ever gets by with a scheme to dis- 
allow the deduction of advertis- 


ing appropriations from the in-| 


come of big advertisers it will be 
much worse. They will abandon 
their advertising or reduce it to 
such small volume that most of the 
press will be starved to death. 


Why they want to kill our press 
or what they intend to substitute 
for it they have never told us and 
I can’t guess, but I can tell you 
that whatever it is it won’t be as 
good as the press of today. 

This makes several in a row on 
the subject of the press, so tomor- 
row I will throw in my change of 
pace—maybe heavy philosophy. Or 
how about something elfin?

WHAT PRICE ANGER? Anger can be a sort of tonic, and not 
always a good cne. It does things 


to the ductless glands, causing the endocrinous glands to throw out 
various secretions which stimulate courage, upset digestion, increase 
nervousness and generally create discords in the human system. 


_ It would be most unfortunate if anger also disrupted the financ- 
ing of the state of Georgia. The legislature is showing anger at 
this fact and that. No doubt some of the anger is proper. It may 
serve a useful purpose. 

_ Nevertheless, it will be most regrettable if the legislature per- 
mits anger to distract attention from the fact that a seven months 
school term ought to be given the children of Georgia; that cer- 
tainly a guaranteed minimum salary of $80 a month is not too 
much to pay the teachers; that the old people ought to be cared 
for; that the state ought to have an adequate health program and 
that the general tax problems ought to be met. The problem is 
one of reality and not one of anger. It is not a matter of what 
the Governor has promised or of what political jobs ought to be 
abolished. Those things can and ought to be attended to. The 
pressing matter is that the state be financed. The legislature ought 
not to let anger at individuals or at useless jobs or bureaus distract 
sm ow from the reality of the state’s really fundamental 

roblem. 


THE 159 COUNTIES Georgia has 159 counties. Since the ab- 
sorption by Fulton of Campbell and Mil- 


ton counties, no other real steps have been taken to reduce their 
number. There are about three or four times as many counties as 
are needed.

FORMS OF TAXATION Much has been said about “nuisance” 
taxes. They would take the form of 


special taxes. They contemplate a special tax of 20 per cent or 
more against the admission price to motion picture shows, amuse- 
ment parks, baseball games, basketball games, football games, tennis | 
games, skating rinks, golf courses, bathing beaches, and so on. It 
also would place a special tax on all soft drinks, on trucks and buses 
on power and light, on gas, water, telephones, light, telegrams and 
a myriad of other special taxes. 

There is no guarantee they would raise the money. There is 
very grave doubt they would. Special taxes usually decrease the 
volume of business. The past legislature attempted this with an 
increase in the beer tax and with a whisky tax, both being special 
taxes. Neither succeeded in solving the problem. . 
_ The income from beer increased much less than 50 per cent and 
in addition many dealers closed up. Rents were lost and many 
people lost employment. 

All of which explains why “nuisance” taxes help drive away 
certain types of business. It also explains why business fears from 
—_ to year that additional “nuisance” levies will be made against 

em. 

It will be difficult to pass any sort of tax legislation this year, 
but the legislature most assuredly carefully should consider the evil 
effects of special taxes which solve nothing. 


A BIT OF REALITY By June 30, 1939, which is the end of 
the state’s fiscal year, the state will have 


an estimated deficit of about $8,000,000, less than is required to pay 
the appropiration. 

If the state’s ad valorem tax is omitted the deficit will be in- 
creased by two and a half million. 

If we are to keep the 159 counties they must be maintained at 
the expense of the state. If the counties are to take over the ad 
valorem taxes for their perpetuation then it does seem a matter 
of reality the state must look elsewhere. 


It Is Risky and Silly to Slap 
a Bad Man If You 


Intend to Run 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


All literate Americans know the world is in turmoil. They 
know that great nations, with powerful military organizations, are 
not only willing but determined to fight for what they want. And 
they know that this turmoil and this willingness to make war, 
though offering no immediate threat to America, does endanger 
our interests and our country. 

At any moment a situation may develop that would compel us 
to defend ourselves or endure injury. 

Under ‘these circumstances, it is vitally necessary that we unite 
upon some policy—some plan of action—some method of dealing 
with the world—that is sound and sensible and workable. 

At present we are playing with dynamite without even agreeing 
upon a reason for doing it or knowing what we expect to accom- 
plish by it. 

Our insecurity and our want of a definite policy result from the 
fact that we are a democracy, with different ideas and hopes and 
sympathies, and with different degrees of understanding. 

Some of us favor the government side in Spain and regret its 
downfall, while others favor Franco and rejoice in his triumph. 

Some sympathize with the Fascists, while others detest Hitler 
and Mussolini and all their works. 

National polls show that most of us side with China in Asia and 
with England and France in Europe. 

Most of us now believe in heavy armament for defense, and 
virtually all of us favor the cause of liberty and righteousness 


and side with the underdog. 

Some believe we should sell arms to belligerents, as we always 
have done, and some believe we should not, but as a rule our opin- 
ion is determined by our sympathies. 

We cannot agree on these matters, but we can agree on the 
all-important matter that will determine our choice of peace or war. 

We have learned, by humiliating experience, that nations with- 
out regard for treaties, promises or honesty are not influenced by 
talk of ideals or by notes of protest. To make a protest, without 
intent to use force, merely exposes us to humiliation and rebuff. 
To criticise or hinder or threaten aggressor nations merely arouses 
their wrath and hatred, and exposes us to attack, without causing 
the slightest change in their plans. 

That policy, therefore, is foolish and weak and dangerous. 

The only alternative, and we should learn it quickly and agree 
upon it completely, is to adopt no official policy and support no 
cause unless we are ready to fight for it. x 

To meddle and then back down is unmanly and shameful. In a 
world that respects only force, we must make no official stand until 


we are ready to defend it with all the might that we have.

clerks, 

Nine were listed as dead from 
fourth ward, precinct “C,” and 
another seven’ were marked “de- 
ceased” from the Roswell box.

In a formal statement the Geor- 
gia senator made it clear that 
while he had no particular farm 
relief program in mind he would 
insist on the principle of crop re- 
duction.

Text of Statement.

The mere 
prospect of such a program has

It would result in 
the already harried textile indus- 
try and its workers bearing the 
entire brunt of a new experiment 
in the farm policy. Many of the 
textile mills are not financially 
able to withstand the terrific in- 
ventory loss that™would be in- 
volved and probably would never 
reopen. Many of them operated at 
a loss last year.”

Lind, a surgeon in the British 
navy, was the first to recognize 
that scurvy could be prevented or | 
cured by orange juice and lemon 
juice or lime juice, and about the |

When I was an interne in a large 
metropolitan hospital typical cases | 
of scurvy in infants were not un- 
common. The infants were fed 


‘with boiled milk modified, but we 


did not then know that all babies 
require tomato or other fresh fruit | 


or fresh vegetable juice daily to

prevent scurvy. We did know that 
on the first indication of scurvy 
the baby’s milk should no longer 
he boiled, but the fresh raw milk 
given instead. Now we know that. 
fresh raw milk contains some. 
vitamin C, which is destroyed by) 
par-boiling (pasteurizing) or by) 
boiling. 

Scurvy is most likely to occur 
when the baby is from seven to. 
ten months old. The baby be-| 
comes fretful, pale and tender in| 
the legs, so that he cries out 
when handled, and soon this sore- | 
ness is evident in knees and ankles. | 
The gums become purple, swollen, | 
tender and bleed on slight irrita- | 
tion. Doubtless this soreness of | 
the gums has been maltreated as_ 
“cutting teeth” in many a case of| 
infantile scurvy. The baby is 
cross, sleeps poorly, loses color and | 
weight, has little or no appetite. | 
If the nature of the trouble is 
not recognized and fresh fruit or 
vegetable juices given, the baby | 
becomes feverish and lies as) 
though paralyzed. Small or large | 
“black and blue” marks may ap-| 
pear, which suggest to the unini-| 
tiated observer the bruises of| 
blows. These discolorations have 
led to many unjust charges of| 
cruelty to patients in hospitals. 

In adults the early signs of | 
scurvy are listlessness, lack of 
energy, mental and physic 1, fail- 
ure of appetite, irritability, and 
later loss of weight, weakness and 
pallor. The ankles and sometimes 
other joints become tender and 
swollen. Hemorrhages appear in 
the skin, producing “black and} 
blue” marks. Ulcerations and/| 
hemorrhages appear in the mucous | 
membranes of the mouth and 
other surfaces. The gums are 
swollen and bleed easily; the teeth 
become loose and may fall out.’ 
Headache and other nervous’ 
symptoms occur. ; | 

Latent scurvy is more difficult, 
to recognize. According to Hess, | 
(“Scurvy, Past and Present,” Lip-| 
pincott) suspicion of latent scurvy | 
should be awakened by failure to 
grow and develop properly, slight 
pallor, poor appetite and rapid 
pulse and rapid respiration. 

Insufficient vitamin C is a fruit- 
ful source of dental disease and 
malformation. 

Tomato or tomato juice, fresh or 
factory canned, is at least equal to 
orange and orange juice in vitamin | 
C content and the prevention and 
cure of scurvy.

IN DISCUSSION 


No Talk on Diamond 
Sport; Substitute Bill 
Voted Down.

Organized baseball had no rep- 
resentatives at last night’s meeting 
of the No. 1 judiciary committee 
of the Georgia house in the so- 
called fight to abolish the State 
Athletic Commission. 

In fact, there were only a few 


folks outside the committee itself 
who seemed concerned about 
whether the commission function- 
ed or not. 

An Atlanta newspaper which 
has persisted in knocking the com- 
mission came out yesterday with 
another blast which plainly stated 
organized baseball was up in arms 
over an alleged attempt to put the 
diamond sport under the jurisdic- 
tion of the state commission.

The paper further stated that 
“President Scott and Bob LaMotte, 
vice president and general man- 
ager of the Savannah club, in the 
Sally league, will appear Wednes- 
day night before a house subcom- 
mittee now investigating the com- 
mission. They will ask the com- 
mittee to report favorable on a 
bill to abolish the commission.” 

The baseball men mentioned in 
the above paragraph were not 
present, and so far as I know, 
there was only one baseball writer 
in attendance. And this corre- 
spondent simply was there as an 
spectator. No other 
baseball people were there. No, 
not one. 

A substitute bill, covering wres- 
tling and boxing, was presented.

WIFE GRANTED BOND 
IN SHERIFF'S DEATH 


Millen Woman’s Health in 
Peril, Physician Testifies 
at Hearing. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 15.—() 
Mrs. Dan W. Johnson, daughter 
of a prominent minister, was 
freed under $10,000 bond today in 


connection with the slaying of her 
husband, Jenkins county sheriff, 
at Millen. 

A physician testified worries 
over the charges had jeopardized 
the life of the 38-year-old mother 
of two children. 

Dr. John W. Daniel said “there 
is danger of her committing sui- 
cide or doing some other rash act 
under mental strain. She is un- 
able to retain food, thus becoming 
physically weaker each day.” 

This will lower her resistance, 
Dr. Daniel testified, causing her 
to develop any form of disease ‘“‘to 
which she may become exposed.” 

Mrs. Johnson was brought to a 
hospital here in a highly nervous 
condition two weeks ago, and re- 
cently transferred to the Chatham 
county jail. A coroner’s jury at 
Millen said Johnson died of a pis- 
tol wound “said to have been in- 
flicted accidentally by his wife.” 
Johnson’s brother swore out a 
murder warrant against her the 
next day. 

Today’s appeal was heard be- 
fore Judge John Rourke Jr., in 
Chatham superior court.

BRITISH CABINET VOTES 

TO RECOGNIZE FRANCO 

LONDON, Feb. 15.—(UP)—The 
British cabinet in a momentous 
two-hour session at No. 10 Down- 
ing street today decided unani< 
mously to grant de facto recogni- 
tion to Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s government in Spain. 

The cabinet gave Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain and For- 
eign Secretary Viscount Halifax 
full authority to announce the de- 
cision at an appropriate moment 
after consulting the French gov- 
ernment, which has been march- 
ing in step with Britain on the 
Spanish situation. 

The cabinet also agreed in prin- 
ciple to grant Franco de jure rec- 
ognition as soon as certain legal 
difficulties have been cleared up. 

The decision to accord de facto 
recognition means that Britairis 
shortly will recognize Franco as 
the effective master of Spain. 
Subsequent de jure recognition 
will mean that the British gov- 
ernment recognizes Franco’s re- 
gime as the legal government of 
Spain.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(UP) 
The British cabinet’s decision to

Freak Weather Hits Nation 


Gales Strike Midsouth, | 
New York; Other Sec- 
tions Suffer Record 
Heat, Dense Fog, Cold. 


By The Associated Press, 

A strange mixture of destruc- 
tive winds and threatening tides, 
of record heat and intense cold, 
of cense fog, snow and heavy 
rains, accompanied in some places 
by summertime thunder and light- 
ning, disturbed the United States 
yesterday. 

Gaie-force winds struck the 
midsouth first, toppling over 
houses, trees and power and tele- 
phone lines and bringing death to 
two persons in Alabama. They 
late. struck New York without 
warning, reaching 65 miles an 
hour and bringing with them a 
20-minute cloudburst, and roared 
cn ii.to New England. 

With an abnormally high tide 
along the New England coast, es- 
pecially in Rhode !.land, officials 
feared floods in the area dam- 
aged in last September’s hurri- 
cane, State police set up a spe- 
cial patrol. 

Flood Fears in Ohio. 

There were flood fears also in 
the Ohio, Tennessee and Cumber- 
land river valleys and the Red 
Cross in Kentucky made plans to 
evacuate lowland families should 
the water rise much higher. At 
Paducah, Ky., the predicted river 
crest was 49.5 to 50 feet, com- 
pared with the flood stage of 43 
feet. 

The forecast in the flood dan- 
ger zones indicated relief, how- 
ever, and a quick end to the ab- 
normal temperatures elsewhere. 
From the record February 15 highs 
of 62 in New York and 67 in) 
Philadelphia, temperatures were 
e pected to drop about 30 de- 
grees during the night. 

While easterners perspired in 
winter coats, a new cold wave 
chilled the mid-west, the mercury 
reaching 49 below zero in Muin- 
nesota. Sub-zero weather was 
forecast in other midwestern states 
last night, with rising tempera- 
tures due to follow.

FIVE BANDITS TT 
$200,000 IN HOTEL 


Rich Widow, Principal Vic- 
tim, Questioned by Po- 
lice for Clues. 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Feb. 15. 
(P)—A wealthy widow who liked 
to gamble heavily and display her 
jewels was questioned tonight for 


a clue to the machine gun robbery 
of her hotel in which she herself 
lost $75,000. 

Detective Chief Earl D. Car- 
penter, estimating the total loot 
of an early morning holdup at the 
Blackstone hotel at $200,000, said 
his chief hope of solving the case 
lay in questioning the principal 
victim, Mrs, Antonina Marco, of 
New York. 

The bold crime apparently was 
hatched, he said, in a gambling 
resort north of here, which Mrs. 
Marco frequented . nightly, by 
thugs who observed her there and 
at the racetrack, where Carpen- 
ter reported she habitually wager- 
ed $1,500 to $2,000 daily during 
the four weeks she has been here. 

Five bandits chiseled the booty 
from 16 safe deposit boxes in the 
lobby where 200 guests kept their 
valuables and apparently had her 
individual drawer, No. 82, well 
marked. It and No. 6, another of 
those rifled, were well apart from 
the other 14 in the bank of 100. 

The owner of No. 6, police said, 
has not appeared to report his 
loss. Hotel officials said their last 
record of it was its rental to a 
clerk who left their employ some 
time ago. 

Carpenter based his estimate of 
a $200,000 loss on reports to in- 
surance appraisers working at the 
hotel. The hotel carried $50,000 
worth of theft insurance and some 
individual owners also were in- 
sured, 

The only tangible leads were 
some strips of adhesive tape used 
to truss up 10 persans in the lob- 
by and a black cotton glove. The 
bandits disdained masks but their 
gloves obivated fingerprints. 

Mrs. Marco, whose husband, Ju- 
lius, a coal dealer, died about 
three months ago, lost a $25,000 
pearl necklace, four diamond and 
emerald bracelets, three diamond 
rings and $2,000 cash. She had 
another $40,000 worth of gems in 
her room. She told police she 
never had noticed anyone observ- 
ing her as she used the box, which 
was assigned to her individually. 

The bandits entered the hotel 
through a side entrance about 4 
a. m., an hour at which the streets 
of this resort are far from de- 
serted. 

“This is a stickup!” one of them 
proclaimed to Allan Cowperth- 
waite, the night clerk, and pointed 
a pistol at him. 

Mogie J. Berenson, of Boston, a 
guest, entered about that time and 
he and the clerk were compelled 
to lie face down on the floor, 
where they were bound with &d- 
hesive tape. James Adams, 25, of 
and Walter Jeskey, 26, of 
Worcester, Mass., housemen, were 
similarly tied.
